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EXAMINER 'S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or additions be 
unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• With regard to independent claim 1, as the closest reference of record, Suda (US 2006/0246251) 
discloses an optical recording medium including a substrate on the surface of which a concave and 
convex shape dividing a track area is formed, comprising on the surface of said concave and convex 
shape, an optical recording layer using a chemical compound at least composed of tin (Sn), nitrogen 
(N) and oxygen (O), formed on the first protective layer, a second protective layer for protecting the 
optical recording layer, formed on the optical recording layer, and a light-transmittable layer formed 
on the second protective layer; but fails to show comprising on the surface of said concave and 
convex shape, a first protective layer for protecting at least an optical recording layer. 

• Applicant asserts; "when the chemical compound made of tin (Sn), nitrogen (N) and oxygen (0) 
with non-stoichiometric composition is used for the recording material as described above, the 
recording characteristic under high temperature and high humidity is not necessarily stabilized 
sufficiently." (Specification, p. 5).
